"wronged people ol Pale*t*>e" and their struggles. 
Matching mis. rhetoric with action, Iran prowled 
Lebanese Hirballahi and Paieslman rejadiianlil 
group*— -notahty HAMAS. He Palestine. Islamic 
Jihad, and the popular Front for tie LOeratcn 
of Palestine-General Command— win funding, 
salBhaven, tf a ininy , and weapon*, tran hotted 
a conferertoe m August 2D03 on the Palestmian 
inrfartah. at which an Iranian official suggested (tut 
the continued success or trw Palestinian ne staa n ca 
depended en suicide operations 

Iran pursued a variety of pandas in Iraq aimed at 
securing Tehran's perceived interests there, some 
of which ran counter to those of lha Goalfflon, 
Iran has indicated support for the Iraqi Governing 
Council and promised to help Iraqi reconstruction. 

Shortly after ine fall of Saddam tiueesin , 
individuate with ties to the Revolutionary Guard 
may have attempted to infltrats southern Iraq, 
and elements of the Iranian Government have 
helped members or Ansar al-luam transit and find 
satehaven in Iran.

On B June 2003, in Mogadishu, Somalia, an armed militia group lired several times on a 
car carrying an American freelance journalist, his drive*, and his mterpreter. The 
journalist was slightly wounded, according to press reports. No one claimed 

responsibility. 

9 Peru 

On 9 June £003, In Lima, Peru, approximately 80 Shi rung Path terrorists kidnapped 71 
workers employed by Techlnl Group, an Argentine company helping lo build a natural 
gas plpel»ie in southeasiem Peru. The kidnapped group consisted of 64 Peruvians, lour 
Colombians, two Argentines, and one Chilean. All of 1he hostages were freed on 1 1 
June 2Q03 through a successful rescue operation by Peruvian authorities. The 
terrorists, however, managed to escape. 

11 Tin«-y 

In the afternoon of 1 1 June 2003, m Adana, Turkey, a man threw two hand grenades 
into trie garden of the US. Consulate, allegedly in retaliation for a recent acaassinaiion 
attempt by Israel on a leader of the Islamic Resistance Movement (HAMAS). One of the 
grenades did not explode and was later securely detonated by the police. No one was 
injured, according 1o press reports. 

11 Israel 

On 1 1 June 2003, near Jerusalem, a suicide bomber who was a member of the Mamie 

Resistance Movement (HAMAS) boarded a bus and exploded a bomb near Klal Canter 

on Jaffa Road, killing 1 7 (including two U.S. citizens) and woundng 99 (Including one 
U.S citizen).

On the right of 1 1 June 2003, in Tttessalonlhl, Greece, unidentified attackers entered the 
front lobby of the U.S. -owned Citibank branch and doused ihe ATM In s flammable 
liquid. They then placed a gas canister in the ATM machine and set il on lire. The
